In Auguſt 1679,fifteen Se priſoners got Indictments 
of death, Mr. Edward Jamiſon a worthy Presbyterian Minilter, 
as Mr. W ogrow calls him, was ſent from that E raſtian meeting 
of Miniſters, at the Tolbooth, to theſe fifteen, who urged 
the Lawfulneſs of taking the Bond to ſave their Lives, and 
the Refuſal of it would be a Reflection upon Religion and 
the Cauſe they had appeared for, anda throwing away their lives 
for which their Friends would not be able to vindicate them. 
revailed with thirteen of them {this ſowred in the Stomachs 
ome of theſe thirteen, and lay heavy upon them, both in 
their Life and Death. Theſe priſoners taken at and abeut the 


time of Bothwell, were reckoned about fifteen Hundred. 


The faithful Mr. John! Blackadder did write to theſe pri- 

ſoners diſſwading them from ſuch foul compliance, and ſome 
worthy perſons of thoſe priſoners whom he wrote to, ſaid 

to me with Tears, that 7 ſlighted his Advice, and followed 

e Miniſters, who were making Peace 

with the Enemies of God, and following their foul ſteps, for 

which they would go mourning to their Graves.
